Evangelist: It has been some- 
time since any thing appeared to 
jour columns from this place. 
The Evahqhlist is a welcome 
visitor among us, and the reason 
for our long silence is not that 
we are uot in sympathy with the 
cun hi> ot the paper, nor that we 
have nothing to write; partly on 
* account of much work and part- 
ly negligence. 

We are still alive and pro- 
gressing out here iu the moun- 
tains ot Pennsylvania; in fact 
the pure air and invigorating 
breeze of these mountains seems 
conducive to spiritual us well as 
natural life, (breeze on Saturday 
and Sunday excepted) and we 
are glad to inform our readers, 
that though we were not heard 
from for sometime, wc are still 
worshiping God, growing some 
in numbers and I hope in grace. 

Christmas is now over and the 
season was a very enjoyable one 
for us all, especially so, for our 
Sunday School. I am happy to 
say tbat our young sisters take 
much pains in making this sea- 
son of the year ono of interest 
and joy to the little folks. 
Through the labors of these sis- 
ters aided by a few brethren, 
Christmas evening found onr 
church neatly decorated and ar- 
ranged for an entertainment. 
On both BideBofthe church were 
suspended irom the top aud be- 
f tween the windows a wreath of 
evergreen so also at each end. 
On either side ot the pulpit plat- 
form were a number ol ever- 
green tress large and email. The 
spectator would see in the dis- 
tance, through these trees the 
moon as seen in the first quarter, 
also a cluster of stars, the whole 
presenting the appearance of a 
grove by moon-light. On the 
platform were arranged seats 
twelve feet in length and in the 
form of stairs, six in number, the 
highest being about eight feet 
from the floor, seating about 
seventy-five children. On the 
wall above this, was seen in large 


and bright letters, these words, 
"Glory to God in the highest and 
on earth peace and good will to 
men." Above the entrance into 
the chnrcb conld be seen a large 
star with, ."A Merry Christmas 
and happy New Year." Half 
past five o'clock had come and 
the church was filled to the ut- 
most, no less than five hundred 
people having gathered to hear 
and see. "Joy to the world" 
and began with at least one hun- 
dred and fifty voice*, joined by 
the congregation. For nearly 
an hour the audience was agree- 
ably entertained with songs and 
recitations. These songs and 
recitations were selected by our 
sisters and showed taste and 
judgment. One feature about 
this entertainment was, that 
children did the entertaining. 
This is right. Little folks enjoy 
better what they do themselves 
than what is done for them. At 
the close of the exercises, our 
regular treat was distributed 
among the scholars. This con- 
sisted of fine candies and nuts, 
put up in a neat box with ■from 
lids, nicely closed, weighing with 
contents about one pound, to- 
gether with an orange. The 
audience was well entertained, 
the children were pleased and all 
were happy. It is proper here 
to extend our hearty thanks to 
sisters and lew , brothers who 
labored so faithfully for the suc- 
cess of the entertainment. I am 
fcUjp aware that in requires time 
labor and judgment, to arrange 
program, select songs and recita- 
tions suitable to the occasion, 
drill the children las. With this 
work, I had nothing to do, ex 
cept to give it my encourage- 
ment. I am very thankful to the 
young folks for thoir interest iu 
the branch of church work. 

While this was interesting to 
us all, Christmas eve was a time 
of rejoicing and gratitude for 
wife and myself. Without any 
notice, the brethren and sisters 
took charge of tho parsonage — 
one after another they came — 
some came with Hour, some 
came with canned fruit, some 
came with ready dressed chick- 
ens, some came with sausage and 
with eggs, some came with wear- 
ing apparel — for the children, 
for my wife and for myself — they 
came with things to eat, and 
with things not to eat, but to 
wear, and with things not to eat 
and not wear, but with ojhat you 
can (jet, both — ye editor knows 
what that is. The table was 
full, the sink was full things be- 
gan to go down in tho cellar. I 
looked quietly on, and oh, what 
deep emotions tilled my heart, 
I would so liked to have express- 
ed mysell but nature held my 
lips, my heart was in prison, and 
I— well I didn't know exactly 
where I waB, but when the last 
one went out the door, I mur- 
mured, "much obliged," and 
walked back to see how things 
looked. Everything was up tide 
down; not much taste exercised 
in "piling" np things, but we got 
it in order, and I have been to 
the grocery only a few times 
since. 

But now brethren, we thank 
yon — we bearily thank you for 


this expression of your kindness, 
in so liberal a donation. There 
are many pleasant things about 
the ministry, but it is not as some 
suppose a vocation that knows 
only the joys of life — it has its 
joys, but it is also intermingled 
with the darkness of the afflic- 
tion scenes of Providence. It 
has its burdens, but thank the 
Lord there are many who know 
how to lighten the burden of the 
soul and gladden the heart. 

Any more donations? Well 
on New Years eve we were most 
agreeably surprised when a num- 
ber of women — sisters oft.hu VT. 
C. T. U.— came with full baskets 
and bundles. For tome time 
they have met in my "studio," 
twice a month on Friday even- 
ing, lor the use of which we 
were made the recipients of a 
liberal donation. I began to 
think the W. C. T. 0. was a 
pretty good arrangement after 
all. My room was cleaner wheu 
I came in alter they had met 
than when I left it before, and 
besides that evening when they 
meet I would uot be in it any 
bow. Now I should like to give 
a synopsis ot the good work this 
U. is doing in Meyersdule, bill I 
fear they would think I want to 
teed them "taffy," lucking at the 
other end of the year, so I will 
leave this for some other time. 
The same number of meu might 
occupy your room iu u similar 
way for u whole y <4T, and I 
doubt whether it would ever en- 
ter the heart of any one to do 
such a thing as these women 
did. They wou'd ask you to 
furnish them lump and oil and a 
spittoon or two. Woman has a 
noble heart. She is more inclin 
ed to be religious than man, for* 
alt-nit two thirds of all the mem- 
bers of Christendom are women 
and they do about two-t birds >l 
the work thut is dune out side of 
pulpit, and there they wotiid do 
four times as much were they 
allowed to. A minister said to 
me some time ago, "one ot my 
members acknowledges that 
women do about all the work." 
I don't know how it is in some 
of your congregations, fellow 
brothers, but for the sisters in my 
church, I would write about the 
poor, "Dead" — died of diffidence 
and neglect." My Wednesday 
evening meeting has six women 
to one man. Children's meeting 
and Young People's Meeting 
about the same — . We almost 
forgot—. Thanks to the W. C. 
T. U. 

Our church is prospering, 
growing some every year in 
numbers and I hope in grace. 
Considering our opposition we 
congratulate ourselves and bless 
the Lord for what is done. Our 
congregations are growing in 
number and in interest. We 
have a Sabbath school of 125 
scholars with 14 efficient teach- 
era. Children's meeting once a 
week. A Young People's meet- 
ing every two weeks. Preach- 
ing every Lord's Day evening 
and every two weeks in the 
morning. Bible class meeting 
every Wednesday evening. 

Summit Mills congregation be- 
longing to this pastorate, is a 
wide awake little church, having 


a good school nine months dur- 
ing the year; prayer meeting 
once a week, preaching every 
two weeks. Under tho labors 
of our brother K. Z. Replogle, 
they were blest this fall with 
about twenty additions They 
have good prospects for building 
np a good church. 

The Lord bless all laborers in 

the field with abundance ot grace, 

and crown every effort with a 

harvest of souls for the kingdom.
